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Mayor’s Fire Call Pay Dominates City 
Council Meeting Tuesday Night 


The pay Mavor Bob 
Folsom and/or his wife have 
received from the fire de 
partmient while Folsom was 
mayor caused a heated dis 
Cussion at the Elba City 
Council meeting Tuesday 
hight. The argument quieted 
off with the couneil voting 
4-1 to approve a motion that 
Folsom pay back any fire de- 
partment money immediately 
if he owed it, and a decision 
by the councilmen to get an 
unbiased legal opinion on the 
matter 


Officers of the fire depart~ 
ment were present at the 
meeting to ask again for the 
old police car to use as a 
fireman's car and request help 
in securing a fire station large 
enough to house all four 
trucks. As they finished this 
discussion, Counciltnan 
Jimmy Wise stated he kept 
hearing there was som» dis- 
crepancy in the fire depart- 
Ment, concerning money paid 
to Folsom or his wife 

Folsom said, “1 have not 
taken anything wrongly, and 
don’t intend to pay anything 
back.’ Folsom then in- 
structed the City Clerk — to 
strike any reference to the 
matter trom the minutes be- 
cause it was not on the agenda, 
ahd it would take a majority 
vote of the council to discuss 
it. 


A motion to discuss the 
matter was made by Wise and 
quickly seconded by Council- 
taan John W. Sharpless. This 
motion passed, and the dis. 
cussion continued, 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
said he wanted some facts. 
“Did you attend fires and get 
paid for fires?” Folsom an- 
swered, “‘Not now . . . they 
elected my wife and she was 
paid ‘‘every time I went to 
a fire.” 

Sharpless asked if it were 
possible for the council to 
see all the fire department 
records, and Marvin MeIlwain 
(who replaced Folsom as Sec- 
retary-Treasurer in Decem 
ber) said he could only bring 
the check stubs, as the can- 
celed checks had not been 
turned over to him. 

Folsom then said he had 
found the canceled checks and 
some fire reports the night 
before and would give them 
to Mcllwain the next day. It 
was agreed that Mcllwain 
would bring all records he 
had to the next meeting, and 
along with Fire Chief Lloyd 
Driggers, assist them in any 
way possible, 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
explained that he didn’t know 
what firemen responded to 
fires, as he was only given 
a list of the fires and a num. 
ber of firemen attending each 
one. Chief Driggers pointed 
out that this had been rec- 
ently changed, and now the 
City would get the individual 
names, 

Folsom again explained to 
a questioning councilman, ‘She 
got paid for fires I attended.’ 
Folsom said it wasn’t against 
the law... he had checked 
it with the League of Munici- 
palities, city attorney, At- 
torney-General Bill Baxley, 
former Attorney General and 
Governor, John Patterson, and 
others. 


Wise then made the motion,

PSYCHOLOGY 

Have you ever noticed shop- 
pers frantically filling their 
grocery carts with a new kind 
of bread from. a huge display? 
If you watch, they may have 
already passed up the same 
new bread when it was dis- 
played on the regular shelf. 
This is an example of how 
supermarkets use psychology 
on their shoppers. They real- 
ize that people usually think 
that a mass display means a 
bargain, even though the food 
may be at its regular price. 
When you see a mass display, 
be sure to check the food 
prices, 


CITRUS PLENTIFUL 

The sunshine fruits such as 
oranges, lemons and grape- 
fruit are now in season and 
supplies ample. They are good 
buys, both nutrition and 
money-wise. 

When choosing citrus fruit, 
lift, don’t squeeze. The heav- 
ier the fruit for its size, the 
juicier it will be. Look for 
firm fruit with bright-looking 
skin which is reasonably 
smooth for the variety. 

Russeting, which is dark 
specking over the skin, is often 
found on oranges. It has no 
effect on the fruit’s quality. 
Also, a slight green tinge on 
the fruit is normal. Soft spots 
on the surface and discolored 
areas around the stem end are 
signs of decay. Citrus that 
has a thick-pointed stem end 
or rough course skin is likely 
to have thick skin and lack 
juice.

WAXED FRUITS 

Many fresh fruits and vege- 
tables are treated with a thin 
coat of edible wax before they 
reach 
ing is beneficial. Some fresh 
products, such as apples, se- 
crete a natural coat of soft 
wax. This wax protects the 
product, but also collects dirt 
and bacteria. Washing be- 
fore marketing removes the 
wax along with the bacteria 
and dirt. So, manufacturers 
often replace the natural wax: 
with one that is just as edible, 
but harder and more protect- 
ive. 

The edible wax on fruits 
and vegetables makes the pro- 
duct attractive to the consumer. 


More shoppers choose a shiny 
product over duller-skinned 
ones. The wax coat also slows 
spoilage so the fruit or vege- 
table keeps longer. 

Waxing highlights skin 
breaks or blemishes. This 
makes it easier for you to 
avoid damaged products and 
pick those that are high in 
quality, 

Because the wax coating is 
edible, there is no reason to 
remove it before you use the 
fresh fruit or vegetable,

Dr. Brylski To Work With South 


Central Mental Health Board 


The South Central Ala- 
bama Mental Health Center has 
recently acquireda Psychiatrist 
as part of its service to the 
Butler, Coffee, Covington and 
Crenshaw County area. Dr. 
Beverly Brylski will work 
as part of a professional team 
at the Mental Health Center 
which she feels ‘‘will deliver 
the best possible mental 
health care to area residents.” 

Having obtained her Doctor 
of Medicine from Tulane Univ- 
ersity, Dr, Brylski later 
interned at Charity Hos- 
pital in New Orleans, and 
completed her residency 
at Veterans Hospital and Tu- 
lane Department of Psy- 
chiatry in New Orleans. She 
sees part of her responsibility 
here as “stopping, or to 
begin correcting, emotional pr- 
oblems before they become too 
serious and lead to dramatic 
results.’’ 

Having assumed her posi- 
tion as of December 18, Dr. 
Brylski has already 
found that the emotional pro- 
blems of the people in our 
area are. basically the same 
as those in other more urban 
locations, While she recog- 
nizes that the big cities 
may “‘have the modern techno- 
logy and more specializedser- 
vices; an area with a smaller 
population has one thing that 
they (the cities) don’t aie. 
That is, that mental health 
professionals in a rural area 
have a more personal feeling, 
@ personal type touch in 
caring.” 

Dr. Brylski does see 
one small problem confronting 
mental health in our four coun- 
ty area, however. ‘There is- 
a stigma attached to psychiatry, 
psychology, or mental health 
care in general.’’ ‘‘ During the 
50’s and 60's it was very 
stylish, in the north and west, 
to see a psychiatrist for per- 
sonal problems; but it seems 
that in this area people are

afraid of what their neigh- 
bors or people at work might 
think.’’ She has see» that 
people who have problems 
which they have trouble coping 
with, feel that ‘‘‘they haven’t 
lived right or done what a 
good person is supposed to .”’ 
Dr. Brylski maintains that 
this simply is not true! ‘‘Em- 
otional problems are not any 
more their fault than get- 
ting a cold or the flu.” She 
feels that ‘‘ when someone has 
a problem, they certainly aren’t 
happy. It makes alot more 
sense to risk a stigma (or a 
possible stigma) than to con- 
tinue suffering.’’ 


Dr. Brylski believes that 
Community Mental Health 
Centers are.part of the 


answer in helping with mental 
and emotional problems. ‘In 
Alabama especially, there is 
a real shortage of psychiatrists 
and psychologist in the private 
sector, A Community Mental 
Health Center is able to 
help people that don’t have 
these private services in 
their area; and those who 


couldn’t otherwise afford them.”’

CREATING A QUAIL HABITAT 


The Bobwhite quail is an 
excellent game bird and pro- 
vides excellent hunting. The 
bobwhite quail is common 
throughout Alabama, Its abund- 
ance is determined  pri- 
marily by land use. Suitable 
Habitats can be created, re- 
tained, and maintained on 
cropland, woodlands, pas- 
tureland, wildlife areas and 
hayland, Usually a habitat is 
less expensive to retain than it 
is to create. 

Land on which quail are 
managed on should be protected 
from erosion and should pro- 
duce high quality food and co- 
ver. The bobwhite strives where 
there are sufficient amounts of 
idle fields that have been 
take out of cultivation from 3 
to 10 years, especially where 
others are converted to wood- 
lands, and where areas pro- 
vide small well scattered fields. 
The cover should also pro- 
vide nesting areas, it should 
conseal the quail from 
natural enemies and it should

étation. Their choice foods are 
acorns, annual blackberries, 


common nagweed, Florida beg- 
gaweed, milkweed, mulberries, 
and partridge peas. Some of 
the agriculture crops favored 
by the Bobwhite are corn, bro- 
watop millet, cowpeas, japanese 
millet, annual lespedeza and 
bicolor lespedezas. The bob- 
white drinks water when it 
is available but drinking water 
is not essential because the 
dew, succulant vegetation and 
other moist foods provides 
the necessary moisture. 

In retaining a habitat, 
save one eighth of an acre of 
land with thickets, containing 
Japanses honeysuckle, grasses, 
broomsedge, annual lespe- 
deza, wooded areas, ditch- 
banks, fencerows, oak with 
acorns and parti partridge 
peas. One acre of such food 
and cover for every 12 acres 
usually support high quail po- 
pulations, 

If a habitat has not been 
retained one can be created 
with a reasonable effort. To 
create a habitat plant sericea, 
wild plums, and pfitzer juni- 
per. Plant sericea in strips 
15 to 20 feet wide and one 
eighth to one fourth of an acre 
in size. A strip of sericea 
one fourth of an acre is size 
is recommended adjacent to 
bicolor lespd lespedeza plots. 
Plant wild plums, pfitzer juni- 
per, andpunetsin clumps about 
20 feet in diameter. These 
practices will provide suitable 
cover for quail, Also, open 
land will allow natural plant 
succession to vegetate. Are- 
as of this type should be well 
distributed and located near 
food, 

In providing food for 
quail some good plants to es- 
tablish are bicolor lespedeza, 
common ragweed, common les- 
pedeza, brownatop millet, corn, 
cowpeas, Florida beggerweeds, 
Kobe lespedeza, Korean les- 
pedeza, partridge peas, and 
vetch. 

It is extremely important 


that we remember to maintain 


the habitat. In 
taining 
protect it from wildlife and 
harmful grazing by livestock. 
Keep most of the cover open 
enough to allow the quail 
to walk freely through it, 
Maintain the openings by mow- 
ing, disking and prescribed 
burning.

County Schools Ask Commission For Help With 


Garbage Problems 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met on Monday, Jan- 
uary 22, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and once again the 
commissioners heard of prob- 
lems involving county resi- 
dents and Solid Waste Enter- 
prises. 

This time the complaints 
came from Coffee County 
Superintendent of Education 
Jimmy Baker, who stated ‘‘I 
came to you because | didn’t 
know where to go?’ 

Supt. Baker told the Com- 
mission that the schools in 
the Coffee County School Sys- 
tem use Solid Waste Enter- 
prises for garbage pickup, 
and that ‘‘we are having 
trouble with the garbage ser- 
vice. The service is going 
down while the bills are going 
up. There is no way to 
determine the quality of 
Service because most of the 
time we don’t get any ser- 
vice,’’ 

Baker informed the Com- 
mission that the county 
Schools’ garbage bills have 
increased monthly. The bills 
ren $409 in October, $448 
in November, $504 in Dec- 
ember, and $391 for the early 
part of January. Baker added 
that in December there was 
no pickup during the last two 
weeks of the month, 

“The principals of the 
schools have complained to 
Solid Waste Enterprises,’ 
Said Baker, ‘‘but it has done 
no good. When garbage piles 
up at the schools, it causes 
a health problem, and we 
can’t have that. I am willing 
to work with the Commission, 
but something must be done. 
The problem is getting worse. 
In January, we have hadprac- 
tically no service, and at 
Kinston, the first garbage 
pickup this month was on 
January 18. The service is 
getting worse every month!’’ 

Baker also reported that 
recently Solid Waste Enter- 
prises stated only garbage in 
plastic bags would be picked 
up, and that to place garbage 
in bags ‘would just add 
another expense.” 

The Commission stated it 
would notify Solid Waste Ent- 
erprises of the poor report 
of its service, and agreed 
the schools needed imme- 
diate help. 

Before leaving the meet- 
ing, Baker told the Commis- 
sipn ‘‘some good news.” Baker 
informed the members that 


the results of the reading tests 
for second grade students was 
in, and that students in the 
local School system rated tops 
in the state. Baker added 
that the 3 high schools in the 
system were doing work 
needed to get the schools ac- 
credited, 


The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m. with all members pre- 
sent. Present were Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell, Jack 
Hornsby, Bennie Beckham, 
Don Smith and Max J. 
Reeves. Also present were 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, Clerk Brunease 
Winston and Engineer Leslie 
Mullins, 

Mr. Ned Folmar of the 
Coffee County Forestry Com- 
mission, was the meeting’s 
first visitor, and said ‘‘?'m 
here to help Coffee County. 
Our budget came up $3500 
short and it was due to the 
county’s 15% cut in funds,’’ 
said Folmar. ‘‘Three years 
ago we had one man and one 
unit in the county, and we 
now have 3 men and two and 
one-half units. To maintain 
this level of service, we need 
the extra funds. I asked a 
couple of commissioners if 
I could raise $2000 in dona- 
tions, would they make up 
the difference. Well, here 
are checks amounting to 
$2000 in donations, and Pd 
like to know if the Commis- 
sion will give the additional 
money,’’ 

The Commission com- 
mended Mr. Folmar for his 
efforts in raising the money, 
and agreed to write the 
State Forestry Commission to 
seék help for the county 
board. The Commission 
agreed to discuss the possi- 
bility of making an addi- 
tional payment to the For- 
estry Commission, 

A letter from the State 
Fire Marshall was passed 
around, and it reported no 
progress had been made since 
the last inspection. The letter 
added that 2 of 3 smoke de- 
tectors in the jail had been 
removed and that the fire 
extinguisher was empty. The 
Commission stated it had 
given Sheriff Neil Grantham 
the authority to do the needed 
repairs, and it questioned his 
neglect of his duty. 

Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby declared, ‘‘It’s his 
department and he should have

the repairs done, now.’’ 


County Attorney Joe 
Sawyer met with the Com- 
mission and commented on a 
recent court order requiring 
the Commission to pay legal 
fees in indigent cases. The 
Commission had delayed pay- 
ing the fees until an apneal 
by Escambia County on the 
Same matter was settled, 

“Something is going to 
have to be done,’’ said Mr. 
Sawyer, ‘‘or the Commission 
will be in contempt of court, 
There are two alternatives in 
the case: -- 1) to pay the 
fees of $1278, or 2) not 
pay and be in court on Feb- 
ruary 2.’’ 

Sawyer stated the only way 
to avoid contempt charges 
would be to pay the fees and 
appeal to the court, 

“A similar case is being 
appealed to the Supreme 
Court,’ added Sawyer, ‘‘but 
its decision will not come 
until after the deadline for 
payment passes. 


Commissioner Don Smith 
stated, ‘‘If Judge McAliley is 
a citizen of Coffee County and 
an elected official, why 
wouldn’t he grant us an ex- 
tension on the payment until 
after the court case is set- 
tled,’”’ 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well said ‘‘I don’t think Judge 
McAliley should hear the case 
because he would be biased!”’ 

After a lengthy discussion, 
Commissioner Bennie Beck- 
ham made a motion ‘‘under 
protest” to pay the legal fees 
listed in the court order. 
Commissioners Beckham, 
Smith, Hornsby and Reeves 
voted in favor of the motion, 
while Commissioners Bout- 
well and Grant abstained from 
voting. 

Speaking on the matter, 
Commissioner Don Smith 
said, ‘I think by the time 
we paid the legal fees to fight 
the order, we would end up 
paying about as much as the 
order asks for. That’s why I 
voted for it.’’ 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins met with the Commis- 
sion and stated: 

***the theft of road signs were

New releases from federal 
agencies involved with the 
screening of qualified candi- 
dates for the newly created 
federal judgeships throughout 
the United States have released 
the names of those Alabam- 
ians under consideration for 
the lifetime appointments. 

Among the sixty members 
of the legal profession consi- 
dered as likely candidates by 
the federal screening com- 
mittees is Circuit Judge 
Terry L. Butts of Elba, ac- 
cording to a new release in the 
BIRMINGHAM POST HERALD 
on Tuesday of this week. 

Butts told this newspaper 
Tuesday afternoon that he had 
no idea how his name got on 
the list, but he considered it 
a compliment that someone 
thought him worthy of con- 
sideration. 

Butts, a graduate of Troy 
State University and the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, was elec- 
ted Circuit Judge in 1976 to 
serve the Coffee-Pike Circuit, 
has served as City Recorder, 
County Court Judge and Juve- 
nile Court Judge as well as 
eight years of practicing law 
in Elba. 

His other political involve- 
ments have included two terms 
on the Coffee County Democrat- 
ic Committee and as a 
campaign chairman for Demo- 
cratic Senator John Sparkman 
during his last successful run 
for office in 1972, 
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Court Suit Filed To Force County Commission To 


Build Jail In 


Shortly before Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission was adjourned, 
Deputy Sheriff Jim Henderson 
appeared and presented Pro- 
bate Judge James L. Sawyer 
and all the commissioners 
with a summons listing the 
group as defendants in a 
suit brought by B. Z. Rey- 
nolds and Charles H, Amos. 

The court order stated that 
the defendants ‘‘show cause in 
their answer why the Coffee 
County Commission should 
not cause to be erected a safe 
and suitable jail in Enter- 
prise, Alabama; pursuant to 
the law made and provided.’ 

The plaintiff's complaint 
stated: 

(1) Plaintiffs represent 
and show unto the court that 
they are over the age of 19 
years and are residents and 
taxpayers of Enterprise Div- 
ision, Coffee County, Ala- 
bama; that the defendants are 
elected officials of and resi- 
dents of Coffee County, Ala- 
bama. 

(2) Act No. 164, Legis- 
lature of Alabama, approved 
February 28, 1907, created 
the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County at Enterprise, Ala- 
bama, and provided for the 
erection of a courthouse and 
jail. 

Included in the Act were 
the following sections: 

Section 13 - ‘That until 
a Safe and suitable jail can 
be erected in Enterprise... 
all persons — shall be | con- 
fined to the jail in Elba; and 
it is hereby made the duty of 
the court of county commis-

Sioners . . . to erect and 
equip at Enterprise a suit- 
able jail by the first day of 
January 1908 at the expense 
of the county.”’ 

Section 14 - ‘‘That after 
the erection... . all persons 
held for or convicted by said 
circuit court at Enterprise 
be confined in the jail at 
Enterprise or at Elba as the 
Sheriff deems safer...” 

Section 11-14-10 « “The 
county commission shall erect 
courthouses, jails and hos- 
pitals . .. and shall have 
authority to level a special 
tax for that purpose. In 
counties in which a circuit 
court. ..is.. held in 
more than one place . . 
the county commission shall 
erect a courthouse and jail 
at each of such places and 
such courthouses and jails to 
be adequate and commodious 
for the business of each 
GOUrisisrersrae. 


The suit states that per- 
sons held for or convicted by 
the Court in Enterprise are 
housed in Elba and that such 
jail is not large enough to 
accomodate prisoners. The 
suit also_stated the constitu- 
tional rights of the inmates 
have been violated. 

In the order, the plaintiffs 
ask the court to ‘‘order the 
defendants to erect at Enter- 
prise, Alabama, a safe and 
suitable jail.’’ 

The commissioners failed 
to make a statement on the 
suit and left immediately fol- 
lowing the meeting.

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Lone Gunman Robs Brooks’ Cafe Of 


$250 - Is Still At Large 


Brooks Cafe, a small res- 
taurant across the street from 
Dorsey Trailers, was robbed 
on Wednesday, January 17, by 
a lone gunman who later eluded 
an extensive manhunt by Elba 
police, state troopers and 
Coffee County sheriff's dep- 
uties, 

The one-room cafe, 
operated by Mrs. Lillian 
Brooks for over nine years, 
was robbed at approximately 
1:30 p.m., shortly after the 
Dorsey employees’ lunch 
break. Mrs. Brooks told 
THE ELBA CLIPPER she 
was wiping off the tables 
after everyone had left when 
she heard a side door open, 
When Mrs, Brooks turned 
around, she saw a rifle pro- 
truding through the doorway, 
and she yelled, ‘‘What are 
y'all doing?’’ thinking a neigh- 
bor was playing a joke on 
her, 

Mrs. Brooks reported a 
black male then entered the 
cafe and pointed the rifle 
directly at her. The robber, 
wearing a red ski mask that 
covered his head except for 
openings at the mouth and 
eyes, looked to make sure 
the cafe was empty, and then 
“‘grunted’’ and motioned with 
the gun for her to sit at a 
desk. The gunman pointed 
toward the drawer where the 
money is kept and Mrs. 
Brooks stated ‘‘I gave him 
some money and begged him 
not to kill me,’’ 

The gunman placed the 
money in a jacket pocket and 
motioned for Mrs. Brooks to 
give him the remainder of 
the money. She then gave the 
robber all the money in the 
drawer, which totaled nearly 
$25@. Mrs. Brooks added that 
while she was getting the 
money, the gunman moved to 
where he could see herhands, 
so she wouldn’t try to go 
for a gun. After giving all 
the money to the robber, 
Mrs. Brooks stated she 
Started ‘‘crying and begging 
for my life, because he had 
a wild look, and I know he 
wanted to shoot me.”’ 

The gunman then left 
through the same side door 
he nad entered, and after a 
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SEARCHING FOR THE ROBBER..,..are Police Chief Max Rayburn and two members of 
the Elba police force, The search turned up nothing and the robber is still at large, 


short time, Mrs. Brooks ran 
out the front door for help. 

**I was running across the 
street to Dorsey’s to get 
some men to help me,’’ said 
Mrs. Brooks, ‘‘and a police 
car went right in front of me, 
I tried to tell him I had been 
robbed by a man with a gun, 
but all he understood was that 
I had seen a man with a gun.”’ 

Patrolman Ricky Christian 
pursued the robber down a 
side road by the cafe and 
called in additional officers 
to seal off the area. An 
extensive manhunt followed, 
as members of the Elba 
Police Department, Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department, 
State troopers and blood- 
hounds from Dothan joined 
the search, which continued 
until early Wednesday night. 
It proved futile, however. 

Mrs. Brooks was visibly 
shaken by the robbery, but 
opened up Thursday morning 
as usual, because ‘‘It’s a liv- 
ing.”
